■cive years ago you expressed considerable interest in being able to get the PSI’s 
fixer, or. Dr. King. If thi 3 was because of their sexual content X can’t be of any helo 
because those records at HQ at least s have been removed and sequestered in the national 
Archive u for longer than you can hopa to live. I have no knowledge of field office files 
of this general description but ordinarily they would be immune under FOIA. And should be. 

I am reminded of this by hearing of what is in the mail to me and may come today, some 
of the previously withheld files pertinent in my litigation. (% request for the political 
records, "security ' 1 to the P3E, is separate.) Someone in Ramsey Clark’s office when he 
was AG suspected that one of King's closest, if not his very closest white supporter, 
the late Stanley tevison, w &3 an FBI informant. 

After several years of intensive effort I've obtained an (incomplete) inventory of 

the FBI's field of i ice files on Dr. *lrg and his associates. These inventories alone 

come to more than 4 C 0 pages, -an you imagine this much paper, this much work, this intensity 

of effort, other than by the Hate . 3 of KGB? Can you begin to appreciate the magnitude of 

Hoover' a operation to "get” King? And to replace him by a "black aessiah" of the FBI's 
selection? 

These inventories are incomplete. Several indicate how they are incomplete, because 

the field offices correctly understood the HQ directive. In one or two cases it was too 
raw even for FBIHQ, do they had to bo enlarged. 

in most if not all cases the number of pages in each file is stated. I've not 
tabulated then. 

Hoover' s vindictiveness was so enduring ho ordered the field offices to watch the 
commemorations of the first anniversary of his assassination under the riot statutes 
and to open riot-statute files on it! 

I had some knowledge of these fils 3 and these operations when we discussed this, 
aoout January 1976. Since then h learned more and filed a request for them in 1977. A-fc 
was stonewalled until the FBI conceived of a new way to "stop" me (the FBI's word in 
save al records going back to 1967), by revoking the fee waiver I'd won. After that it 
offered me about 20,000 pages from one HQ file only. I’ve appealed and not pushed the 
appeal* is protective to now. 

*'im Lesar, ry lawyer, is getting to the point where he can file another suit for me. 
a is also working on the ap : .eai from the revocation. I've done all the work on the appeal 
as it relates to these political records but DJ wants to consider it only with the apoeal 

to t:.e cases in court*

They had. a high-level informant in 
New York who reported even what LBJ had in mind, a character who regarded King as a dupe 
of "CfcLeoEs" and pressed this view an the CIA, When it came to realize that he was 
verbot-on for them they tried to turn him over to the F 3 I. aa regarded that as bdlov 
him and refused. ^ remained their inforrrJrt after the assassination. 

I h/iva the oXA" s copies of bi ll s for Kfng s 3 minor purchases as he travelled, for 

shirts, ties and handkerchiefs, and the noteanade for him of persons he was to csli and 
who had called him.
